The DVD Your Masters h classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years. 

The DVD is made up of a feature that explicidy depicts masochistic and consensual 
sadomasochistic activity between adult men. While the publication depicts the infliction of pain in 
association with sexual activity, it does so in the context of the rimalistic role play that characterises 
this t}y)e of sexual activity. None of the depictions involving the infliction of pain can be 
considered acts of torture, extreme violence, or extreme cruelty. However, the unrestricted 
availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good because of the manner in 
which it deals with matters of sex. Children and young persons do not have experience or maturity 
to deal with sexual material intended for the sexual arousal of adults. Exposure to such material, 
especially that associated with the infliction and suffering of pain, is likely to confuse or distress 
young viewers and may have a negative effect on the development of sexual behaviour and 
attitudes. 

The classification interferes with the right to freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this limitation is demonstrably justified in a free and 
democratic society, given the likely injury to the public good should the DVD be available to 
children and young persons.
